Excessive drinking for a petiod of
pevernl daye, fulloved by an oveardose
of morphine taksn with suleidal intent
by Fred [, Norton, 4 bartender, on Mon
day night resu'ted mn bringing the re-
lief that his yneked nerves and wreck-
ed phynical eonditlon sought, the dead
body of the man belng found yesterday
marting shortly hefore & o'clock Iying
on i bed In the back room of the Nua-
tivnal saloon on sireet,
whers the night before he bad besn
taken by Jack Elligon, the bartsader
on watch., Lae Herring, the proprietor,
was the first ‘o digcover the hody, and
he surnmonad D, Fulton whe after mak
Ing an examination gronounced Vife ex-
tinet, The man was lying neross the
bed, dresped, and thers was no disars
rangemént of the wearing appare] nor
evidence of his having been sick or n

Norton had been drinking heavily,
an #tated, for several days but prlor
thereto had been livag a temperats and
sober Jife since last January. He seem.
ed to be very despondent of late and
n Monday he sald to Coransr  Pohl,

morrow at 1 o'clock.” Mr. Pohl took
no notice of the remark. It was
